“Steam and Its ; Application.

Steam is a thin elastic fluid generated from | 


the evaporation of any liquid by the application 
of heat, although the term is generally restricted 
toe vapor of water, generated during a state of 
ebullition. 

The air which surrounds the earth presses 
upon its surface with a weight equal to 14.7 
pounds per square inch at the level of the ecean. 

At higher altitudes this pressure is of course 
less, by reason of the lesser height of the column. 

This pressure is the same as that given by a 
column of mercury 29.9212 inches in height. 

Under such a pressure fresh water boils at a 
temperature of sensible heat which marks 212° F. 
on the thermometer. 

To raise water from the freezing to the boiling 
point takes a certain time and a certain amount 
of fuel, and the application of more heat after 
boiling has commenced produces gradual evapo- 
ration, taking more time and fuel to change it 
all into steam than to raise it from the freezing 
to the boiling point. 

This extra heat is absorbed by the water and 
retained by it as long as it remains steam. 

The thermometer does not show it; so it is 
called latent heat. 

When the steam becomes again condensed into 
water all of this latent heat is given back and 
becomes again sensible. 

If water be used to condense steam the con- 
densing water becomes hot, that is, shows sensi- 
ble heat by absorbing the latent heat of the 
steam. 

Neither the sensible heat nor the latent heat 
nor their sum remains constant, but varies with 
the pressure. 

MECHANICAL EFFECT. 

Take a cylinder of 1 square inch in area or 
cross section, fitted with a steam-tight, easy 
fitting piston, fasten it by a flexible cord toa 
weight which will just balance the piston. 

Put 1 cubic inch of water in the bottom of 
this cylinder and apply heat below. 

When the temperature of the water gets to be 
212° F. (it is supposed that the experiment takes 
place at the level of the ocean), it will boil, the 
piston will rise gradually, and if the piston cyl- 
inder be long enough it will rise to the height of 
1,700 inches, showing that the steam took up 
1,700 times the volume of the water from which 
it was generated. 

If you add to the counterpoise another weight 
of 14.7 pounds, the piston will when the steam 
condenses return to the bottom of the cylinder, 
by reason of the pressure of the air upon its 
upper surface, drawing with it the weight of 14.7 
pounds, which it will raise 1,700 inches. 

Thus the evaporation of 1 cubic inch of water 
will raise 14.7 pounds 1,700 inches high or do 
(14.7X1,700) 24,900 foot-pounds of work. 

It is assumed that there is no friction to over- 
come. 

Taking the same cylinder and laying upon it a 
weight of 14.7 pounds and applying heat below 
until the water boils, it will be found that this 
takes place by reason of the greater pressure at 
250°. 

Then it will evaporate and the piston will rise 
to a distance of nearly 900 inches, showing that 
the volume of steam at two atmospheres’ pressure 
is 900 times that of the water from which it was 
generated. 

Remove the weight from the top of the piston 
and put iton the counterpoise and allow the 
steam to condense, the piston will return to the 
bottom of the cylinder, lifting the weight on the 
counterpoise 900 inches. 

The work done by the steam in the experiment 
is first lifting the weight 900 inches in expand- 
ing, and then lifting it another 900 inches in con- 
densing, or a total of 14.7 pounds lifted 1,800 
inches = (14.71,800) = 26,460 foot-pounds of 
work—an excess of 1,470 pounds or 5.88 per 
cent. of the first number. 

To get this extra work it is necessary, how- 
ever, to use a little more fuel. 

In the first case the total heat in the steam was 
1,178.6°; in the second, 1,190°, 

If the water were in both cases 100° to start 
with, there would be in the second case (1,190°— 
100°) = 1,090° taken from the fuel; and in the 
former only (1,178.6°—100°) = 1,078.6°, being an 
advantage of 11.4°, which is 1.057 per cent. of 
1,078.6". 

Thus by using steam at a higher pressure, 5.88 
per cent. more work is got with only 1.057 per 
cent. more fuel. 

To a limited extent, the higher the steam is 
the greater the mechanical effect with the same 
amount of fuel. 

“Working steam expansively” is letting it 
into the working cylinder and cutting it off be- 
fore the piston has completed its stroke, making 
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Fire-Proof Construction. 


There are three ways in which we rely for pro- 
tection from fire: 1, By carefully attending to 
the use of lights and disposition of fire generating 
materials, such as matches, &c.; 2, On chemical 
extinguishers and well organized fire depart- 
ments; 3, Fireproof construction, 

Fireproof construction has for some time 
claimed the attention of engineers. With such 
examples of the inefficiency of fire departments as 
we have seen in the great fires of the last ten 
years, the natural stimulus has been towards a | 
protection which would not allow a fire to reach | 
such dimensions with so little warning. To ac- 
complish this desired result various cements and 
mixtures of different kinds were tried as filling 
between walls, floors, &c.; but these were found 
insufficient, and a more thorough protective me- 
dium was searched for. Finally the hollow brick 
was adopted as that which most nearly filled the 
requirements. 

Bricks are, in themselves, very good building 
material—their walls remaining intact under 
great heat long after iron buildings have fallen 
in misshapen molten masses, or granite split, 
cracked, and reduced to splinters. 

If now this non-conductive material be made 
hollow, enclosing a volume of air, its non-con- 
ductibility is greatly increased. Hollow bricks 
now on the market are made either of the ordi- 
nary brick clay or of terra cotta, fire brick, such 
as is used in stove lining, concrete blocks made 
of hydraulic lime of Teil, mixtures of plaster ot 
paris and ashes, &c. 

Plaster of paris mixtures are objectionable 
from their liability to crumble with great heat. 

Clays of different kinds and concrete are 
found to answer best, their melting point being 
high, besides which they do not readily crumble | 
or crack. | 

Where buildings are constructed with fire- 
proof walls, floors, &c., every room is in itself a 
miniature fireproof building. In the use of iron 
for beams, girders, &c., they should be protected 
in every case, as far as possible, with non-con- 
ductive material. 

Hollow bricks are made in various sections. 
They are made with edges of different angles, 
so that a number of them put together will form 
an arch, which may be either flat or segmental, 
depending on the sections used. They are much 
lighter than the ordinary brick—a point of merit 
in their use for fireproof flooring. The differ- 
ence in weight between a solid brick floor and 
one of hollow fireproof bricks is 50 per cent. in 
favor of the latter. 

Where a floor has to sustain a load it is neces- 
sary that it be as light as possible with the re- 
quired capacity for resisting strain, 

Arches may be made either altogether of hol- | 
low bricks or in part, just as required. In cases 
of hybrid arches, the province of hollow bricks 
is that of lessening the load. 

Where segmental arches are used in flooring 
the floor is built tangent to the crown of the 
arch. If a segmental ceiling to the rooms im- 
mediately below be undesirable, a false ceiling 
of hollow bricks is built on angle iron bars form- 
ing chords to the span, these being placed eight- 
een inches apart and fastened by iron clamps to 
the lower flanges of the girders. 

In flat arches the sections are such that the 
joints radiate from a centre as do segmental 
arches, * The masonry in these arches extends in 
every case below the flange of the iron beams 
on which they rest. 

This extension is carefully covered with 
cement, leaving no exposed joint which flame 
might attack. 

The voussoirs and skewbacks correspond in 
section to the beams on which they rest. 

Mansard roofs may be built of hollow bricks 














without being the eyesores to the insurance com- | 
panies that they are when built in the ordinary | 
way. 

Partitions built of hollow brick are much less 
expensive than other fire-proof partitions, they | 
do away entirely with lath, plaster and furring. 

Iron, encased in say 244 inches of fire-resisting 


| material, is secure, 


In the form of sectional pipe, hollow bricks | 
are employed as a covering for iron columns, 
tubular beams, &c. The fire-proof covering is 
held to the columns by countersunk plates. They | 
are also used as a casing for girders, hollow 
blocks being cemented together for this purpose. 

To sum up, the advantages of hollow bricks 
are these: Rooms with hollow brick partitions 
are warmer in winter and cooler in summer than | 
those having partitions made in the ordinary 
way.

The Microscopical Examination of 
Fibres.

Owing to the widespread use, especially in 
America, of wood fibre as a material for making 
paper, it becomes a matter of some importance | 
to be able to detect its presence with ease and 
certainty. No chemical test is known by which | 
this can be accomplished, and we are, therefore, 
compelled to have recourse to the microscope.

It is sometimes stated, that by the use of aniline | 


sulphate wood fibre can be detected (the sub- 
stance examined being said to become colored | 
bright yellow when immersed in a boiling solu- 
tion): but, as has been shown in the article on

and bleaching liquor. 
other bast fibres, such as flax, 
hemp, &c., in the raw state, 
action equally well with wood.

The fifth annual meeting of the Stationers’ 

Board of Trade was held on Tuesday afternoon 

at the offices in the Bennett Building, in this 

| city, the president Willy Wallach being in the 

| chair, and the secretary Chas. H. Hunter re- 
corded the proceedings. The calling of the roll 
by the secretary showed the following named 
firms as represented either by proxy or in 
person: Alex.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 

Gentlemen; On entering upon a new year it de- 
| volves upon your officers to inform you of what has 
| been done during the past one. We have continued 
| in the same path which we followed since our incor- 
poration, and have endeavored to extend and perfect 
the services which our organization renders to its 
| members, and to sustain its good reputation and in- 
| fluence in the trade. If the number of members can 
be considered as an indication of our success, we have 
reason to believe that our efforts have not been in 
vain. At our last annual meeting we had 157 members. 
During the past year six withdrew and ten were elected, 
making the present number 161,*an increase of four. 
Our membership was not diminished on account of 
death, but two of the firms represeuted in our organi- 
zation have suffered the loss of their senior partners. 
Charles T. Bainbridge and Melvin Hard, represent- 
ing Porter & Bainbridge and Melvin Hard & Son, be- 
jonged to the founders of the Stationers’ Board of 
Trade, and served as trustees under the old organi- 
| gation. We have lost in them active and earnest as- 
| sociates 

From the report of the treasurer, you will see that 
| our financial condition is favorable. We have no 

debts, have a considerable amount in the treasury, 
besides our valuable accumulation of records, our 
office furniture, books, &c. The report of the Finan- 
cial Committee will show you what our information, 





under its supervision and under the management of 


the secretary, who, besides, had to give much of his | 


time to the investigation of failures, in which some 
of our members were interested. For this purpose, 
he visited, during the last year, Northampton, Mass. ; 
Omaha, Neb.; Chicago, Il. ; 
ven, Conn.; Providence, R. I; Portland, Me.; Padu- 
cah, Louisville, Ky.; Cincinnati, Philadelphia and 
Bradford, Pa. His last visit, particularly, proved the 
usefulness and necessity of co-operation. A party, 
who owed to different houses an aggregate amount 
of about $3,000, suspended payment. All claims were 
placed in our hands for settlement, and the sec- 
retary secured the payment in full by accepting 
notes, secured by a deed of trust on the stock. 
The debtor after paying three of the notes, broke his 
| trust by removing and shipping the goods to another 
State, and then absconded. The secretary, as soon 
as learning these facts, followed him, had him ar- 
rested, and recovered the largest portion of the 
goods. None of the individual creditors had a suffi- 
| cient interest in the case to undertake the trouble, 
risk and expense of these proceedings, while we, as 
the representatives of all the creditors, considered it 
our duty, and felt fully justified in doingit. The 
Arbitration Committee has rendered valuable serv- 
ices, and its members had to devote much time to its 
business. It is questionable if we are justified to de- 
mand such sacrifices from individual members for the 
benefit of those who have cases to arbitrate, and I call 
your and the attention of the trustees to this matter. 
I regret to state that Congress has not yet passed a 
general bankruptcy law. Different bills have been 
introduced and submitted to the consideration of 
commmercial bodies. It is now proposed that rep 
resentatives of the principal ones should meet ata 
fixed day at Washington, perfect one of the bills 
and urge its passage upon Congress A similar 
course is recommended in regard to the Reagan bill,

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United States government over the railroads of the 
country. Our members are as much. interested in 
seeuring cheap transportation at uniform rates for 
their products as any other class of manufacturers 
or merchants, and I believe that we should take an 
active part in promoting such important matters.

There is an- 
other matter which requires the attention and 
united action of the different commercial bod- 
ies. I refer to the laws of the different 
States which levy taxes or compel the taking out of 
licenses for commercial travelers. Our interstate 
commerce is very much impeded thereby, and a 
strong effort should be made to remove these ob- 
structions. It gives me great pleasure to state that 
the wishes and hopes expressed in my report of last 
year have been realized. Prices have generally re- 
ceded to a sound and permanent basis, confidence is 
restored, and I believe we all have reason to be satis- 
fied with the results of 1880. If we use ordinary pre- 
caution, if we avoid undue expansion and attend 
closely to our respective vocations, I have no doubt 
that the present prosperity will continue for some 
years tocome. In conclusion, I offer to the trustees 
my best thanks for the confidence they have be- 
stowed upon me and their hearty support of and act- 
ive co-operation in every measure for the interest of 
our corporation. Our employees have performed their 
duties faithfully and , and deserve the 
acknowledgment of the board.

L. Pease, next submitted the 
REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

Gentlemen of the Stationers’ Board of Trade: I 
herewith submit for your consideration a retrospect 
of the work performed by this board under the su- 
pervision of the Finance Committee during the past 
year. Our books of records and reports have spread 
upon their pages unusually correct reports of the 
financial condition of 12,388 firms doing business not 
only in the United States, but many foreign coun- 
tries. We have increased our reports during the past 
year 2,054, and have revised 2,704. We have obtained 
the statements of parties dealing with our members 
to the number of 620. Our office has sent out 4,304 
inquiry tickets among the trade, and we have fur- 
nished our members with information regarding 9,150 
dealers. All new information has been recorded upon 
our books. In the Collection Bureau we had acting 
for our board one year ago 342 attorneys. At this 
time we have 401. We have changed 10, and have a 
large number recommended to us who will be ap- 
pointed whenever occasion requires their services. On 
January 1, 1880, we had 50 bankruptcy cases unsettled. 
At this time there are only 29 remaining open, 9 of 
which will yield no dividend. During this year we 
have had before the board 63 failures, 14 of which 
have been settled by compromise, 10 by assignee, 39 
yet unsettled. Dividends have been realized ranging 
from 15 to 60 per cent. During the year we have re- 


| ceived 882 claims, representing $76,808.42. Of this 


amount we have collected $33,713.33, leaving claims 
involving $43,095.09. This department of our work 
has been less successful than in former years, owing 
to the varying and intricate State laws we have to 
contend with, many of which seem to be specially 
framed to work in the interest of the failing party 
and against a non-resident creditor. We would add 
a word on the point of a new bankrupt law, which 
has been so ably dwelt upon by our president, and 
urge each member to use his influence to have en- 
acted this winter a new bankrupt law, one that will 
be humane and lenient to the honest and unfortunate 
bankrupt, and equally searching and severe for the 
dishonest and scheming rascal. We have employed 
in our office the same force as last reported—9 clerks 
and a secretary. There have been held 83 meetings 
of various kinds. There have been sent out 10,699 
letters and about 17,000 circulars, and we have re- 
ceived 6,358 letters. Respectfully submitted, 
Geo.

notice the following among the classification 
of rags: ‘‘Green Linen—fine unbleached linen 
cuttings.” This must be a mistake, and the 
author must surely mean ‘‘Gray Linens.” I 


never heard of green linen either in piece or | 


rags, and I have never yet succeeded in finding 
either a foreign or home rag dealer who has 
ever heard of such rags. The quantities of caus- 


tic soda advised for boiling esparto, at page 19, |

recommends ‘‘ 30 Ib. per cwt. for Oran grass, to 


seem to me excessive. 


be boiled 10 hours at 10 lb. pressure.” This 
means 5 cwt. 1 qr. 12 Ib. per ton, which is, in 
my opinion, at least 20 per cent. too much. At 
page 52 a very crude and antiquated recipe is 
given for making antichlorine. This is quite 
unnecessary, as a cask of ordinary antichlor 
ought to last a mill a long time, and it is sold by 
any drysalter at a far cheaper rate than any 
paper maker can make it. Therefore, this recipe 
is quite unnecessary. Paper makers have quite 
enough to do to make paper, without going into 


the manufacture of chemicals. The author never | 


wearies in telling paper makers to be clean. 
This is a good feature of the little book. Clean- 
liness is next to godliness, and is much more use- 
ful—at any rate in a paper mill. I admire the 
careful and neat ways the author has, and I am 
quite sure that his mill is in decent condition. 


Here is a good lesson in this work—do every- | 


thing as cleanly as you can. You will have 


clean paper and a clean conscience, too. The | 


book is in the hands of good publishers, is neat, 
capital size and clearly printed. It is well worth 
3s. 6d., and"I think that every foreman should 
have it. Indeed I recommend every paper 
maker to buy a few copies for the heads of his 
departments. There are some good things in the 
book which will be useful to those who don’t 
know them and a good reminder to those who 
do.

PAPER STOCK IMPORTS. 
The total imports of rags and paper 
| stocks at the port of New York during the 
month ended December 31, as reported, 
were 14,893 bales, a decrease over the corre- 
sponding month of last year of 11,866 bales, 
and an increase, compared with December, 
1878, of 5,736 bales.

of the machine. I have used exhaust steam 


from the engine, and had more bother with it | 


than any other until I got a regulator. It is 
just as necessary when using exhaust steam as 
when using direct.

Railway Freights.

Will not some of your subscribers in the pulp | 


trade give the trade the benefit of their experi- 


ence of railroad freights and their ideas de- | 


veloped by such experience ? 

I am in a state of high indignation and want 
“‘something” done. The prospect of redress or 
reform is a dim one, but it is some solace to air 
our grievances in print. 

We have lately been charged $70 for a car of 
pulp shipped about 300 miles, or 2!¢c. per ton 
per mile. And now the climax is capped by a 
charge of 734c. per ton per mile on part of a car 
load of machinery. 


Considering that the New York Central carried | 


its freight last year at an average rate of .87c. 
per mile, are not the prices charged us extortion- 
ate? 

In view of the fact that one of our greatest 
expenses is our freight, and that we pay the 
railroad companies handsomely for carrying 
water about the country, we should at least have 
decent treatment at their hands.

Screening Wood Pulp. 


CamsBrinee, N. Y., January 4, 1881. 
To the Editor of the Journal : 

In reply to ‘‘Paper Maker” on screening wood 
pulp, I do not think he got the best method. I 
worked with W. S. Taylor and know the reason 
“vny he hangs for screen plates, and I also know 
that he removed a plate screen and replaced it 
with a small revolving screen, which I know, 
from fair trial, to be the best. Mr. Taylor says, 
that by knocking the cams he can make three 
or four kinds of pulp. That is no more than can 
be done with the revolving screen. I can make 
a screen that will revolve fast or slow and get 
better results than he can with the plate screen, 
and get three times the quantity through. Per- 
haps he had better go and see some of the screens 
where they are making two tons of dry pulp per 
day with one revolving screen. 

I should make the cylinder open at both ends, 
and have a cone pulley, so as to change the 
speed for coarse or fine pulp. The apron should 
be made so as to rise or fall, because the higher 
the pulp falls on the face of the screen the 
coarser the stuff will be. The flow of water 
should be easy to regulate, for the more water 
and the thinner the stuff the more will go 
through the screen. I have made some very 
coarse and some very fine pulp with No. 20 wire. 
I have made 7,300 pounds of very fine spruce 
pulp in twelve hours, with a revolving screen, 
No. 22 wire. I would like to have some one beat 
this if he can. PULPMAKER.

Lowering the Roll.—Stuff Pump. 


To the Editor of the Journal: 

In volume 9, No. 48, of THE JOURNAL, a 
correspondent, in giving a description of the 
numerous mills around Manchester, England, 
says that T. Wrigley was the inventor and 
patentee of a machine for lowering the roll 
on the bed plate gradually. I do not know 
whether Mr. Wrigley is patentee for this dis- 
covery or not; but there is one thing that I do 
know, and that is that a machine of this descrip- 
tion was running in one of the mills near Edin- 
burgh in the year 1848. Some of your corre- 
spondents will, perhaps, remember the circum- 
stance, and by that means be able to throw more 
light on the subject. The apparatus, if my 
memory serves me right, could be set so that the 
roll would take two hours to run down on the 
plate, or it could be set so that it would take 
three hours according to stock. But, in my 
opinion, it was not, after all, a success; other- 
wise 1t would have been more generally used 
throughout the different mills. 

Your correspondent, “F.,” from all appear- 
ances, does not understand how the paper gets 
heavy as the machine gains in speed, or light 
| when the speed slackens up. This can easily be 
| accounted for when we consider that the over- | 








flow of the stuff pump is not in harmony with 
the speed of the machine. In other words, when 
the machine runs away faster than a given 
speed the supply of pulp from the pump is more | 
abundant than necessary to keep the paper at | 
| anything like the weight; consequently the pa- 
per gets heavy; and, on the other hand, when 
| the speed decreases, the overflow from the pump 
is not sufficient to keep the paper up to the 
weight; hence the sheet gets light. 
As a clincher, in defence of the stuff pump, 
your correspondent says govern your speed and 
keep your belt from slipping and see where the 
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‘fault lies. I will agree with your correspondent 
| in this particular point; but how often do we 
find machines with governors? The case in 
some mills is quite the reverse. Instead of a 
governor the machine and engine wheels are 
both driven from the same flume or forebay, 
| and between raising and lowering gates and 

cleaning the rack the machine is kept in one

Between 12 and 1 o'clock on last Saturday 
morning the calender and rag room, a two-story 
stone structure, 40 by 200 feet, at Martin & W. 
H. Nixon’s Flat Rock Mills, on the Falls road, 
Manayunk, Pa., was entirely destroyed by fire, 
entailing a loss of about $60,000. The flames 
were first discovered by the night watchman, 
Otto Schimpff, at 11 o’clock. He had been in the 
rag room and saw that everything was right. 
He left then and went into the office to warm 
himself, and then returned to the other depart- 
ment, He saw a small flame, which he endeav- 
ored to extinguish. It flashed up and communi- 
cated with great rapidity to the bales of rags, 
and in a few minutes the whole interior was 
blazing. Schimpff ran out and rang the great 
bell to summon the workmen and firemen. Po- 
liceman Miller, of the Manayunk district, who 
was passing on his rounds at the time, hastened 
up. Just as he reached Schimpff the bell fell 
from its fastenings and knocked Miller insensi- 
ble. The weather was bitterly cold, the ther- 
mometer being below zero. Foreman McClellan 
resided in a cottage about 100 feet distant. He 
saw the flames and heard the tolling of the bell. 
When he reached the spot he thought Miller was 
dead, and bore him to an office near by, where 
he revived. An alarm was sounded on the fire 
telegraph and a second one about fifteen minutes 
afterward. The firemen found it impossible to 
obtain any water at first because the plugs were 
frozen hard. The flames all this time were ra- 
ging through the works and threatening to en- 
velop the whole vast establishment and the great 
mounds of wood used for making pulp. It was 
a sore battle for the firemen. Their streams 
were rapidly converted into ice and they them- 
selves covered in masses of glittering armor. 
Some became so benumbed that they had to be 
carried away by their comrades and deposited

THE MONEY MARKET.—the local money 
market iscomparatively easy, under the large dis- 
bursements of January interest and dividends by 
the Treasury and corporate companies.

Obituary. 


Joun M. SCRIBNER. 

The death of John M. Scribner is announced. 
The following notice is taken from the Cobleskill 
Herald : 

“The Rev. John M. Scribner, of Middleburg, 
N. Y., died at that place after a short illness last 
Monday morning (December 27). Mr. Scribner 
was seventy-five years of age, and was born near 
Poultney, Vt. He graduated at Union College 
in 1833, and then became a student of theology 
and graduated at New Brunswick Theological 
Seminary. He located at Schoharie C. H., 
about 1838, and after remaining in that village a 
few years went to Montgomery, Orange County, 
this State, and took charge of a female seminary 
as principal. About thirty years ago he return- 
ed to Schoharie County and located at Middle- 
burg, where he has been engaged in paper 
making. Rev. Mr. Scribner was a progressive, 
enterprising man. He has been largely identi- 
fied in the material prosperity, not only of Mid- 
dleburg, but of the county. He did not possess 
that business sagacity which coins money and 
leaves a man only the record of dying rich; but 
he had, in a large degree, that better element of 
character which grasps the broader view of life 
and expends itself in benefiting and upbuilding 
whole communities. Mr. Scribner was a pro- 
nounced and fearless advocate of Republican

THE PAPER TRADE.—Dealers and consum- 
ers have been busily engaged this week in bal- 
ancing up the year’s accounts, and have given 
very little attention to the consummation of 
new business. Although trade generally has 
been on a limited scale this week, values hold 
their own very steadily, and there is a feeling 
in the trade that whatever early changes may 
occur in prices will be for the better. This view 
is sustained by the light stock in dealers’ hands 
and the somewhat limited production at the 
mills on account of the severity of the weather 
in freezing up many of the smaller streams. 
Generally speaking, no positive changes have 
occurred in any particular grade of paper since 
last report, but as we turn from the starting 
point of the year, some improvement is looked 
for in the course of another week. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The transactions this week 
aggregate about 3,800 bales, 3,000 of which were 
paper quality on private terms, understood to be 
at about 21¢c. cash, taken by speculators, and 
800 bagging quality at 2°¢c. to go into consump- 
tion. There are buyers in the market at 2}<c., 
but holders are asking 2 9-l6c, up to 2%<c. for 
good to prime Bagging Butts. Prices during the 
past month have gradually hardened under the 
steady operations of speculative purchases, and 
the large supply on the way is about the only 
thing that prevents an increased consumptive 
demand. 


WOOD PULP.—The demand is not active, 
although manufacturers find orders enough to 
absorb all the product they are able to turn out, 
the ice hindering the working of many of the 
mills during the recent cold weather. Prices re- 
main the same. We quote: Spruce at 3@3}c., 
and Poplar 2}¢@2%c., as to quality. Chemical 
Fibre is quoted at 5@5{c. for bleached, and 
43¢@4%c. for unbleached, as to quantity and 
quality. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
There has been a continued good inquiry this 
week for low grade Linens, but transactions have 
been restricted in consequence of an absence of 
spot stock, and the refusal of importers to ac- 
cept the offers made by manufacturers. There 
have been numerous sales of very small parcels 
of low and medium grade Linens made, but no 
important transactions are reported. Cottons 
| too are in a little better request, and prices have 
been realized this week, which could not have 
been obtained at any time within the past two 
weeks. We hear of sales of 50 tons — 
Seconds at 3\4c.; Light Print Calicoes at 2 
S. P. F. Linens at 4%@4'¢c., and fine a 
Linens at 4}¢c.; Old Printed Books and Ledger 
Stock at 3i¢c. The arrivals of Paper Stock dur- 
ing the past week were extremely light, aggre- 
gating 1,337 bales and bags, embracing 1,313 
bales Rags, and 24 bales Old Papers. 

DOMESTIC RAGS.—There is little or no in- 
quiry, and the sales reported are mostly of very 
small lots, and the market on the whole is in 
buyers’ favor. We quote nominally: No. 1 City 
Whites, 4%@4%c.; No. 2 do., 3@3c., and City 
Seconds, 1c. to 2}¢c.; ordinary at 2c. Wenote 
sales of 125 bales No. 2 City Whites at 3}<c., and 
28 bales City Seconds at 2c.

COAL.—Trade in Anthracite coal has im- 
proved during the past week. Saward’s Coal 
Trade Journal says: ‘‘There has been more 
activity in the wholesale coal trade since the 
date of our last; this is due to the fact that there 
is more demand upon the retailers, and they are 
all carrying such light stocks that the business 
must be kept going very steadily or there may 
be a dearth of coal here, as at the West. Busi- 
ness looks to be in better shape than it has been 
at this time of year in several seasons past, 
and with the production kept within the re- 
quirements of the demand, this year’s business 
can be made most profitable for all concerned 
therein. A large output is not practicable while 
the weather holds as it is, and at the same time the 
consumption goes on in an increased ratio, so 
that the wholesale and retail dealers ought to be 
happy, even if the consumer is not. There is a 
large demand for Anthracite to go West, and 
this will prevent any accumulation hereabout, 
so that prices need not weaken. Bituminous 
shows up well in the way of tonnage for last 
year, and promises better in that respect for the 
season of 1881. Prices are firmer than they 
have been, and it will not be long before the full 
price list is obtained, if this present state of the 
atmosphere continues to prevail. In looking 
over last year’s figures it is a peculiar fact that 
there was very little variation in the price of 
coal during the entire year.” Quotations of 
Lehigh coal at New York shipping points are: 
Lump, $5.25; Egg, $4.40; Stove, $4.45, and 
Chestnut, $4. Lackawanna is $4 for Lump, 
$4.20 for Egg, $4.45 for Stove, and $4.10 for

JOURNAL presents subjoined its review of the 
course of the different markets in which the 
paper trade are concerned, together with a sum- 
mary of events which shows some of the incidents 
and accidents of 1880, Taking up first in order 


The Paper Trade 

We find that the favorable prospect of a great 
improvement in business during the year just 
closed has been fully realized, and that 1880 was, 
without doubt, the most prosperous the paper 
trade has experienced since 1865. It will stand 
on the record as a year of prosperity and plenty. 
The paper manufacture, although one of the 
last to participate in the general revival in busi- 
ness, due largely to the practical resumption of 
specie payments, came in for its share in due 
time. The year opened with manufacturers in 
all parts of the country compelled to operate 
their mills to their utmost capacity to keep up 
with orders, and reluctant to name prices much | 
in advance of the time of delivery, and it was 

much more a question with buyers of how soon | 
paper could be turned out and delivered to them 

than the price to be paid for it. Once more 
manufacturers were in a position where they | 
were not entirely at the mercy of buyers. The | 
upward turn in prices reached its maximum 








point about the close of February, when, as i. 


was feared by very many houses in the trade, 
the extraordinary activity ruling during the 
preceding months was checked. At this time ordi- 
nary news was quoted by dealers at 914¢@9}<c., 
superfine writings, 19@22c.; fines, 18@20c.; 
engine-sized, 14@l6c.; supersized and calen- | 
dered book papers, 12@13c., and machine fin- | 
ished, 104¢@111¢c. The falling off in the demand 
about the first of March was due to the fact that 
buyers to a great extent had laid in supplies in 
ample quantities for all their immediate or early 
future wants, in anticipation of a still further | 
advance in prices. This lull in the demand, 
coupled with a concession in the price of paper 
stock, imparted a little easier feeling to the mar- 
ket, and manufacturers who a month previous 
were indisposed to accept orders at the ruling 
prices, uncertain whether they would cover the 
cost of stock, early in April showed a willingness 
to make contracts at the ruling rates. The propo- 
sition before Congress at this time to take off the 
duty was also an element tending to unsettle the 
market. The agitation of the subject impelled 
buyers to hold off from the market, under the 
impression that they would be benefited by 
lower prices; but this expectation was not real- 
ized, as no action was taken by Congress during | 
the year. For several months subsequently, | 
trade continued moderately quiet as compared 

with the extraordinary activity of the several | 
months preceding; and the anticipations of as 
good a market through the spring as was en- 
joyed during the previous autumn and win- 
ter months were not realized. The vol- 
ume of trade experienced a gradual shrink- 
age with the advance of the season, and prices 
eased off a little; but the decline was so moder- 
ate as not to interfere in the least with the pro- 
duction, the manufacturers having an offset for a 
little lower prices of paper by being able to buy 
rags cheaper. The summer months came, and the 
production was very much limited in consequence 
of the long period of drought. This imparted 
strength to the market during the dull season of 
the year, and prices ruled very steady. In Sep- 
tember the drought was still unbroken, and it 
was indeed becoming to be a serious question | 
whether there would be enough paper made ‘to 
go around” during the fall months. Autumn | 
was well advanced before the mills were bene- 
fited by an increase of water power, and it came | 
too late in the season to do the full measure of 
good hoped for, and cold weather, with ice fol- 
lowing, has been of considerable hindrance to | 
the full producing capacity of the mills. The 
drought has been to the trade a blessing in dis- 
guise, as, if the product of the paper mills of the 
country had not been arrested, they would not 
have been able to have obtained the prices that 
ruled at the close of the year. The year closed 
with a demand only little behind the production 
and most manufacturers fairly satisfied with | 
the orders on hand. Taking the dullest month 
in the year, with few exceptions, dealers report 
a very large increase in the amount of sales over 
any corresponding month for many years past. 

Jute Butts. 

The price of jute butts has been very irregular 
since the great “‘boom” of 1879-80. The lowest 
point was reached in December, when a few 
sales were made at 25¢c., and large sales at 2}<c. | 
The paper trade seemed unwilling to buy large- | 
ly, even at 24¢c. The firm Calcutta market and 
rise in freight in India have strengthened the 
views of holders and speculators, and at the 
close of the year the stock on hand was firmly | 
held at 2 9-l6c, to 2%<c., and arrivals at about | 
same figures. It now looks as if the consump- 
tion of butts for paper making would be less than | 
in 1880, unless prices fall below 24¢c. Chemical 
wood fibre has, to some extent, supplanted butts, 
and the short supply of water in some sections 
of the country has also diminished the consump- 
tion. The bagging manufacturers, on the other 
hand, are increasing their product and using a 
larger quantity year by year. The crop of 
1880-81 is evidently a fair one, and the exports 
from Calcutta have been in excess of the average 
up to this time. There does not now seem to be 
any good reason to expect much, if any, ad- 
vance for paper quality, but it is likely that the 
market will be fairly steady for some time to 
come, at from 23gc. to 2%¢c. There is a proba- 
bility that greater care will be exercised in as- 
sorting bagging butts and a wider difference in 
price established. In this way, prices of paper 
quality might be kept down toa point where 
wood pulp would be unprofitable, while, at the 
same time, the enhanced value of bagging qual- 
ity would enable the packers and importers to 
realize a full value for the crop.

Wood Pulp. 

Under the influence of an active demand for 
rags and high prices, manufacturers of wood 
pulp at the beginning of the year had all the 
orders they could fill, and those making spruce 
pulp under the Voelter process found no difficulty 
in getting 33¢c. for their product. The demand 
upon the manufacturers all over the country 
being greater than they could supply, the price 
was put to 4c. in February, at which figure it 
ruled with very little change. The agitation of 
the repeal of the tariff by Congress, in March,

3%¢c., which was followed in May by another 
drop to 3!¢c., in keeping with the lessened de- 
mand for all grades of paper stock. The demand 
continuing to grow still more contracted the 
lowest price of the year was reached in August, 
when Voelter spruce pulp was offered at 3c. | 
and poplar made by outside parties could be 
bought as low as2.65c.

Foreign Rags and Paper Stock. 

There was a very heavy increase in the im- 
ports of rags and paper stock at the port of New 
York during 1880 as compared with 1879, but 
manilla stocks fell off about 40 per cent. This 
large increase is due to the improved demand 
for paper, and the imports will be likely to be 
large this year. The totals given in bales are as 
follows:

The year opened with a quiet but firm market. 
Cottons were very firm, and linens held their 
own very well, the cheaper qualities being in 
| most request. Waste papers were in fair de- | 
mand, particularly white and mixed shavings | 
and folded news. Before the close of January 
linens developed a very brisk inquiry, and con-¢ 
siderable sales were made, chiefly speculative, at | 
an advance of \{@4¢c., or about ten per cent. 
over the rates ruling at the beginning of the 
month. Business, active as it was, was very 
much restricted by the absence of spot stock. 
Large contracts were entered into for future 
shipment, engagements having been made ahead 
through the spring and summer months. A no- 
ticeable feature of the movement at this time 
was the fact that the principal buyers were deal- 
ers, who were stocking up for an advance, and 
the sequel to it proves this. Prices in this mar- 
ket gained additional strength from the advices 
received from abroad. An increased demand in 
the foreign markets and a growing scarcity of 
stock there were reflected on our markets here. 
Business continued very active through Febru-

Manu- 
facturers had laid in heavy stocks, much of it 
at high cost, with the expectation that the un- 
precedented demand for paper early in the year 
would continue; but this fell off before spring 
had fairly set in. New transactions during June 
and July were exceedingly limited; but in Au- 
gust, usually one of the dullest months of the 
year, under the influence of speculative pur- 
chases, prices stiffened ‘4 @*c.; but this advance 
was subsequently lost, the demand from manu- 
facturers being restricted in consequence of the 
long continuation of the drought. In the mean- 
time prices abroad advanced, foreign packers 
still laboring under the idea that there was to be 
another ‘“‘boom” on this side, in which they 
were disappointed. The limited requirements 
of manufacturers during the closing months of 
the year were met, in a great measure, by the 
heavy supplies still on hand. 
with a quiet but firm market and a fair demand 
for low and medium grades of linens. 


Domestic Rags. 
At the beginning of the year a brisk inquiry 
was developed for domestic stock, the scarcity 
of foreign stock and the extreme prices asked 


for the latter tending to support the holders of |

when navigation was again resumed, and sup- 
plies entered the market in larger quantities; 
then with a lessened demand for paper, the call 
for stock fell off, and packers were compelled to 
grant concessions to buyers in order to move 
goods. During April and May prices continued 
to recede, and the Closing down of the fine paper 
mills for sixty days added to the depression. 
With the prospect of a dull trade ahead for sev- 
eral months, a number of the large dealers 
determined to store their goods rather than 
accept the prices then offered. In June, quo- 
tations were: No. 1 whites, 44¢c., a falling 
off of 2c. since February, No. 2 whites 3c., a de- 
cline of 144@1%<c., city seconds 2\¢c., a decline 
of %@lc. The supply of all grades continued 
to increase with the advance of the season and 
offerings continued to be made at still lower 
figures. As the demand for paper with manu- 
facturers continued to slacken they purchased 
very sparingly ; in fact they were practically out 
of the market for some time, only buying suffi- 
cient to meet positive requirements. About the 
middle of July, under the influence of a good 


| fall of rain, there was a little more firmness bg 
the market, and dealers were strengthened in | 


their views under the belief that with more 
water power there would be an increased de- 
mand for stock. During the next two months 
trade was eomparatively quiet, although, prices 
No. 2 whites became rather 
more scarce in August, with No. 1 and city 
seconds in fair supply, but in less demand. In 
consequence of the long continued drought, which 
lasted through the autumn until cold weather set 
in, there was no improvement in the demand to 
the close of the year, when quotations, based on 
actual sales, were: No. 1 whites 44¢@4%c., No. 2 
do. 344@3\c., and city seconds 2@2c. 


Rope and Bagging. 

The year opened with a light trade for both 
foreign and domestic rope and bagging, and a 
barely steady market. Shipments were then 
coming to hand in considerable quantities, main- 
ly on old orders, although the amount of spot 
stock offering was limited. Manufacturers were 
generally unwilling at that time to purchase for 
future delivery until supplies already on hand 
were disposed of. Quotations here at that time 
were about as follows: No. 1 gunny bagging, 
2%c.; No. 2do., 1%c.; manilla rope, 34¢@3%c., 
and jute threads, 3@3}¢c. For some weeks sub- 
sequent to the beginning of the year the demand 
for manilla rope improved and prices ruled some- 
what firmer. Owing to the lack of spot stock 
in the market, the business in gunny bagging 
was very much restricted during the greater 
part of the three months succeeding. Of No. 1 
Manchester there was comparatively very little 
in the market, and only a moderate quantity of 
inferior grades. In March the bagging market 
| became very active and firm, as with all classes 
of jute stocks at that time, and bagging began

The market 
continued very active, and prices were firm dur- 
ing the first three months, at the end of which 
time folded news sold at 3@3%c.; light 
book stock, 244@2%c.; solid book stock, 
3% @4c.; hard white shavings, 55¢@5%c 
soft do., 544@5'<c., and mixed shavings, 4%c. 
Trade kept up very full until April, when this 
class of stock, as well as domestic rags, began to 
feel the effect of the large supply of foreign 
stock contracted for and arriving to the order of 
manufacturers. For the ensuing months of 
spring and the beginning of summer there was a 
comparatively light trade done. The demand 
for folded news and white shavings fell off con- 
siderably in July, in consequence of the lighter 
call from the hanging mills, and the writing 
mills also ordered less shavings, in view of their 
closing down the latter part of that month. 
Quotations stood then as follows: Folded news, 
2%<c.; hard white shavings, 454@4%c.; soft do., 
41¢@4%e. ; solid book stock, 314¢@3%c., and light 
book do. at 14%@2c. There was no decided 
change in this condition of the trade, either in 
the demand or prices, through the summer 
months. The effect of the drought was reflected 
in a lessened demand for stock, through the sub- 
sequent months of its continuance, which lasted 
until cold weather set in, and found most manu- 
facturers fairly supplied with a sufficiency for 
all near future wants. Prices at the close were 
the lowest quoted during the year, and were as 
follows: Folded news, 2}¢@2%<c.; pure manillas, 
33<¢@2%<c.; hard white shavings, 44¢@4%c., and 
soft do., 444 @4%c. 


Chemicals. 

The year opened with a quiet but very firm 
market. All descriptions were high in England, 
and there was a scarcity here at that time, with 
a tendency toeven higher prices. The following 
were the quoted prices at that time: Bleaching 
powders, 1.75@1.80c. ; soda ash, 1.87}¢c.; caustic 
soda, 60 per cent. for 70, 3.90@3.95c.; sal soda, 
1.324¢c.; ground and potash alum, 2}4@2%c.; 
natrona porous and pearl alum, 2}¢c.; alumi- 
nous cake, 1.56\¢c., and bichromate of potash, 
17i¢e. Although the demand here continued 
moderate through January and February, the 
makers in England steadily advanced prices, 
and were generally indisposed to sell for future 
delivery. In the latter part of February paper 
makers held off for lower prices, having fairly 
stocked up, and the demand becoming very 
light, importers accepted lower prices, and the 
market here weakened considerably, although 
much of the arrivals went into store in prefer- 
ence to an acceptance of the low offerings made. 
Quotations at that time were: Bleaching pow- 
ders, 2 1-16c.; soda ash, 2.15c.; caustic soda, 
3.80¢c.; sal soda, 1.321¢c. ; lump ond ground alum, 
2@2(c., and bichromate of potash, 164¢c. 
Subsequently, during the months of April and 
May, there was a very limited demand for al- 
most everything on the list, and prices gradually 
settled down, so that on May 28 bleaching pow- 
ders were quoted at the range of 1.45@1.60c. ; 
soda ash, 1.75@1.90c.; caustic soda, 70 per cent., 
35<¢c.; sal soda, 1.07c., and bichromate of potash 
at 13%c. Business was reduced almost to a min- 
imum for the succeeding sixty days, and there 
were free offerings of bleaching powders on July 
30 at the range of 1.15@1.20c., and prices of 
other articles were in proportion. There was a 
| light inquiry all through August, although in a 
few articles rather more business was reported; 
but there was scarcely any change reported 
in prices, 
steady. In September there was a little 
stronger market, bleach did rather better, 
| and prices were firmer, the same might also be 
said of caustic soda and alum, although the 
movement in the latter was only in a jobbing 
way. Under the influence of very free arrivals 
and a light demand during October and Novem-
